Description: Low-wing monoplane, in-line engine, two-seats, 
pyramidal rudder assembly, wings dihedral, landing gear re- 
tracting inward 9 nounted cockpit with gun pointing to the 
rear, diaraeter of gun, including air cooling jaoket but ez- 
cluding muzzle brake, about two inches, antenna rod set at 
front section of cockpit, with insulated antenna leading to 
rudder assembly » 

Ground personnel did maintenance work up to 12:30 p.m. on 
raany airoraft, three to six men working on each plane„ There 
was no flying because of bad weather. The aircraft parked on the 
western edge of the field wfere painted dark green, and some 
planes had red propeller hubs „ The planes on the eastern 
edge were painted a light color 0 

Pour platoons, including two platoons of 48 raen and two of 
50 men, raarched frora the hangars to the tjuartering, build- 
ings at about 1 p.ra. ^ll raen wore overalls.
